Li  Hung  Chang  is  generally  believed 
in  China  to  have  crushed  the  Taiping 
lebels,  who  .so  .seriously  threatened  the 
Manchu  dynasty.  The  veteran  states- 
man did  more,  undoubtedly,  to  stamp 
out  the  danger  than  any  other  native 
loyalist :  but  it  is  open  to  question  whe- 
ther he  could  have  succeeded  without 
the  co-operation  of  «  Cliine.se"  Gordon. 
Gordon  is  a  word  to  touch  a  clun  d  in 
many  thousands  of  Chinese  heart-,  and 
his  name  is  mentioned  to-day  with  res- 
pect and  re\'erence.  However  that  may 
be,  Li  Hung  Chang  reaped  the  lion's 
share  of  the  imperial  gratitiule  and 
rewards. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  Li's 
ioyiilty,  and  the  Umperor  is  induced  to 
believe  that  he  is  the  finiiest  sujiport  of 
his  imperial  chair.  It  is  also  a  court 
axiom  that  no  man  can  treat  an  inter- 
national question  but  Li  Hung  Chang. 
There  is  some  truth  in  this.  Before  the 
recent  war  with  Japan  all  international 
matters  of  iniportance  were  settled  by 
Li.  The  foreign  ministers  seem  to  have 
lilaced  themselves  in  an  anonialotis  posi- 
tion, for  the  Tsung-li-Yamen  was  a 
board  specially  constructed  for  the 
Iranstiction  of  foreign  affairs.  The 
members  of  the  Tsung-li-Yaiiicn  were, 
how-e\-er,  men  with  the  narrowest  views, 
few  of  whom  had  been  outside  t!ie  cit\' 
walls,  and  who  were  hopelessly  incap- 
able of  understaiidiiig  anything  outside 
of  the  limits  ,)f  the  Chinese  classics. 

T,i  Hung  Chang,  on  the  other  hand, 
was  ]ir,)nipt  in  action,  and  willing  also 
to  entertain  l.jreign  ideas  within  certain 
limits.  It  was  well  known  that  the 
Vaineii  referred  their  knotty  points  to 
his  wi.sthnn,  and,  accordingly,  it  was 
considered  that  what  was  being  done 
indirectly  and  slowdy  might  be  effected 
directly  and  speedily.  By  easy  stages 
the  Tsung-!i-Vaiiien  was  practically 
neglected,  and  Li  became  more  influen- 
tial than  ever.  He  was  then  holding 
the  posts  of  \icero;-  of  Chihli  and  north- 
ern superintendent  of  trade,  his  resi- 
dence iieing  at  Tientsin,  the  port  of 
Pekin. 

French  and  German  coiitra:ls  for 
warships,  forts  and  warlike  stores 
rajiidly  poured  out,  and  Li  ama.ssed  a 
huge  forttme,  ]x)pularly  estimated  at 
eigiity  millions  of  dollars.  Tlie  great 
viceroy  was  the  richest  and  nrst  in- 
finential  man  in  China  on  the  eve  of 
the  recent  war.  When  the  war  did 
come  disaster  followed  dhsaster.  The 
struggle  practically  resolved  itsjlf  into 
one  between  Li  and  japan,  but  the  for- 
mer was  extremeh-  reluctant  to  fight. 
His  forts  tit  Port  Arthur  were  taken, 
his  war  ships  sunk  and  captured,  and 
his  p.iper  army,  anned  with  w.-irtliless 
although  expensive  riiles.  was  s:attered 
to  the  four  winds. 

d  passed  before  the 
K-se  Bismarck,  who 
of  the  "  displeasure 
lie  held  tip  as  an  im- 
atli  painted  to  look 
like  iron,  »  was  the  bitterest  pill  that  Li 
Hung  Chang  had  ever  been  called  upon 
to  swallow. 

His  German  ativisers  poured  balm 
into  his  wounded  spirit,  by  informing 
him  with  mysterious  imjxirtauce  that 
.lajian  had  made  a  secret  treaty  with 
Great  Britain  previous  to  the  war,  and 
that  this  was  the  cause  of  all  his  mis- 
foituncs.  The  broken-hearted  old  niau 
eagerly  snatched  at  the  bait.  His  sight, 
usually  acute,  was  at  fault.  How  a 
secret  treaty,  which  only  existed  in 
malicious  imagination,  could  suddenly 
give  to  Japan  naval  and  military  power 
of  no  mem  ordei  LI  dirl  not  p,iuse  to 
examine.

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Ti-iU  reported  iiit.er\-ii.'\v  witli  Colonel 
Latorre,  whieh  we  reproduce  in  another 
colunni,  expresses  some  very  j^rim 
truths,  and  they  may  be  applied  to 
other  republics  than  Uruguay.  The 
curse  of  that  country,  and  of  all  the 
rest  of  the  Latiu-Ainericau  republics,  i.s 
partisan  politics.  Militarism  is  but  one 
phase  of  the  evil,  and  the  most  danger- 
ous perhaps  because  it  represents  the 
element  of  force  as  well  as  that  of  in- 
trigue. But  behind  them  a!l  is  the  pas- 
sion for  politics — intrigues  for  offices, 
the  exercise  of  power,  the  custody  of 
public  funds,  the  making  of  laws  for 
special  purjioses,  the  pinii.shnient  of 
one's  enemies,  success  in  administra- 
tion, public  praise,  the  dispensing  of 
patronage,  and  all  that.  Government 
in  tliese  countries  is  exercised  for  pure- 
ly selfish  purposes,  and  it  is  nearly  al- 
\vays  won  by  unscrupulous  means.  Of 
patriotism  there  is  talk  enough,  but  it  is 
rarely  found.  True  patriotism  is  self- 
sacrificing,  but  the  politician  is  of  an- 
other mould.  He  will  sacrifice  others 
readily  enough,  l.)ut  never  himself.  In 
such  a  state  of  society  Colonel  Latorre's 
policy  is  the  only  one  which  can  give 
good  results.  It  is  of  course  ]X)litica] 
heresy  to  say  such  a  thing,  and  it  is 
manifestly  unrepublican.  ]kit  with  the 
elements  we  have  in  hand,  what  else 
can  be  done?  Self-government  is  out 
of  the  question,  for  the  people  are  not 
prepared  for  it,  and  the  politicians  are 
determined  to  use  the  semblance  of  it 
for  their  own  purposes.  A  dictatorship 
may  not  be  benciicial  ;  the  chances  are 
that  it  will  not  be.  But  still,  there 
remains,  the  chance  that  it  will  give 
good  results — as  it  has  done  in  Mexico. 
When  Latorre  was  dictator  of  Uruguay 
some  years  ago,  the  country  was  far 
more  prosperous  than  it  is  now,  Com- 
merce and  industry  were  protected,  and 
there  was  a  feeling  of  security  among 
law-abiding  people  wliicli  is  rarely  felt 
to-day.  We  do  not  like  to  advocate  the 
■  dictatorship  as  a  remedy  for  misgovern- 
ment,  but  for  a  country  on  the  verge  of 
disruption  and  anarchy  it  seems  the 
only  recourse.

—  1  lliink  we  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude lo  vour  eorrespondent  «  Subscriber  .1  for 
bringing  into  the  light  llie  manner  in  which 
the  liosiiital  is  being  conducted,  iMany  of 
those  wlio  take  a  deep  interest  in  its  success 
knew  the  real  facts  of  the  case  long  l>efore. 
but  the  vast  majority  of  the  subscribers  were 
in  the  dark.  They  knew  two  staffs  of  nurses 
left  before  their  contracts  bad  expired,  but 
dill  not  know  the  reason.  The  evidence 
lirodiiced  in  your  last  numbers  clearly  shows 
that  the  matron  has  not  been  as  overkiiid  hs 
the  secretary  would  make  out,  that  the  secre- 
tary is  not  a  credit  to  the  subscribers  as  a 
polite  letter  writer  to  the  luirsing  staff  or  lo 
the  press,  and  that  the  board  of  directors 
failed  in  their  duty  to  investigate  legitimate 
complainls. 

If  Ihe  directors  do  not  recognise  their  res- 
ponsitjilities  to  the  hospital,  they  are  incom- 
petent and  should  be  replaced.  If  they 
recognise  them  and  have  no  time  to  fulfil  their 
duties,  they  should  resign.  Several  of  them 
donot  visit  the  hospit.il  from  one  year's  end 
to  another.  Those  that  do  attend  to  their 
duties  look  upon  themselves  as  a  close  corpo- 
ration, with  the  matron  as  an  i\y-affido 
member.  Tlie  investigaliou  that  should  'have 
taken  place  in  April  last  should  be  iusist-d  011 
at  the  annual  meeting  whieh  will  i)rob.ibU-  be
